Shanghai,

21.— Chao* 
reigned in Shanghai tonight after 
the fall of the city to the Can­ 
tonese this morning. 
Rioters ran loose in the native 
quarters all day and tonight a 
hand of Chinese troops apparent­ 
ly 
attached to the 
retreating 
northern army broke through the 
barriers to the north of the inter­ 
national settlem ent 
and 
began 
looting. 
A British armored car rushed 
lip in response to a police call 
for aid. 
The car was subjected 
to a continuous machine gun fire. 
A lieutenant, a corporal and two 
soldiers were wounded. 
French outposts on the further­ 
most border of the French con­ 
cession had a brush with a small 
detachm ent 
of 
Chinese troops 
this afternoon. 
Shots were ex­ 
changed and the Chinese

driven off. 
Just prior to the nationalist 
advance into the city 1,500 United 
States marines marched through

Grave of Hanover Hero Is Found 
in France After Exhaustive 
Search by Army Officials. 


Afer an exhaustive search of more 
(than seven years, the remains of Ser- 
! geant-Major Harold H. Bair, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. L. Bair, Hanover, 
who was killed in action on Sunday, 
September 9, 1918, in the battle of the 
Meuse-Argonne, have been found in an 
isolated grave in the Commune of 
Nantillois, 
France, 
near the 
spot 
where he fell, the victim of a burst­ 
ing German shell. 
Information that the body had been 
located was contained in a letter from 
the office of the quartermaster-general 
of the war department at Washington 
received by Mrs. Bair, mother of the 
sergeant-major. 
The letter, 
dated 
March ll, was read to the members 
of Harold H. Bair post, No. 14, Amer­ 
ican Legion, Hanover. 
The remains of the hero for whom 
the Hanover post was named now” lie 
in the mortuary of the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne American cemetery, pending the 
receipt of officials there of instructions 
for the disposition of the body.

and Mrs. Bair have notified the war 
department of their desire to have 
the remains sent to the UnTterTiStatesr 
which is expected to be fulfilled dur­ 
ing the summer.
